Tenth session, convened and held in the City of Santa Fe, 
Territory of New Mexico, this (Monday) the 3d day of De- 
cember, A. D. 1860, it being the time established by law for 
the commencement of the annual session of the Legislative 
Assembly of said Territory. Present, 

From the County of Taos—Messrs. T. D. Wheaton, Sabino 
Mondragon, Felipe Sanchez, and José A. Martinez. 

From the County of Lo de Mora—Mr. José Mestas. 

From the County of Rio Arriba—Messrs. Juan A. Roival, 
Gerónimo Jaramillo, Pablo Gallegos, Francisco Salazar, and 
Manuel Trujillo. 

From the County of Santa Fé—Messrs. José M. Gallegos, 
Miguel E. Pino, and Vicente Valdez. 

From the County of San Miguel—Messrs. Levi J. Keith- 
ly, John Whitlock, and Emiterio Rael. 

From the County of anta Ana—Esmeregildo Sanchez. 

From the County of Bernalillo-—Messrs. José Antonio Gar- 
cia, Miguel. Antonio Lovato, and Vicente Chavez. 

From the County of Socorro—Messrs. Rumaldo Baca and 
Candelario Garcia. 
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There being a majority of the Representatives of the Ter- 
ritory present, 

On motion of Mr. Miguel E. Pino, Mr. Geronimo Jaramillo, 
was appointed Speaker pro tem., and. took the chair as such. 
_ On motion of Mr. Garcia of Socorro, Mr. Facundo Pino 
was appointed Chief Clerk pro tem. ` 

On motion of Mr. Wheaton, the members present deliver- 
ed their credentials of election to the Speaker. 

Mr. Pino then offered the following resolution : 


“ Resolved, That the Hon. Kirby Benedict, Chief Justice 
of the Territory, be requested, through a committee compos- 
ed of three members, to visit this House for the purpose of 
administering the oath to the members and officers of this 
House.” 


Which resolution was adopted. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Miguel E. Pino, Pablo Galle- 
gos, and Juan A. Roival on said committee. 

The said committee, after a short absence, returned, and 
reported that they had complied with the duty assigned 
them, and that the Hon. Chief Justice was present to comply 
with the request of the House. 

Whereupon, he administered the oath to all the members 
present. 

On motion of Mr. Salazar, the rules of the last. session of 
the House of Representatives of the Territory of New Mex- 
ico, were adopted for the government of the present session. 

On motion of Mr. Miguel E. Pino, the Housë then pro- 
ceeded to the election of its officers. 

Whereupon, Mr. Pino nominated Mr. José M. Gallegos as 
a candidate for Speaker for the present session.. 

Mr. Wheaton nominated M. Antonio José Otero as a can- . 
didate for the same office. 

The roll being called, those who voted for Mr. Gailegos 
were Messrs. Baca, Pablo Gallegos of Rio Arriba, Garcia of 
Bernalillo, Garcia of Socorro, Keithly, Lovato, Martinez, 
Mondragon, Pino, Rael, Roival, Sanchez de Santa Ana, Val- 
dez, and Whitlock—14. 

Those who voted for Mr. Otero were Messrs. Chavez, Mes- 
tas, Sanchez of Taos, Salazar, Trujillo, and Wheaton. 

So Mr. José Manuel Gallegos was declared duly elected 
Speaker, and entered immediately upon the discharge of his 
duties as such, having previously taken the necessary oath. 

Mr. Baca then proposed Mr. Facundo Pino as a candidate 
for the office of Chief Clerk, during the session. 

Mr. Sanchez nominated Mr. John H. Mink for the same 
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office, and Mr. Wheaton then nominated Mr. Charles B. Ma- 
gruder as a candidate for said office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Facundo Pino received thirteen 
votes, Mr. Mink 1, and Mr. Magruder 2. 

Mr. Pino having received a majority, was deciared duly 
elected Chief Clerk for the session. 

Mr. Pino then nominated Mr. José Doroteo Sena as a can- 
didate for Assistant Clerk. 

Mr. Wheaton nominated Mr. C. B. Magruder for the same 
office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Sena received fifteen votes, and 
Mr. Magruder received six votes. 

Whereupon, Mr. Sena was declared duly elected Assistant 
Clerk during the present session. 

Mr. Garcia of Socorro nominated Mr. José de la Luz Ga- 
llegos as a candidate for the office of Engrossing Clerk. 

Mr. Salazar nominated Mr. Candelario Sisneros for the 
same office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Gallegos received fourteen votes, 
and Mr. Sisnero received eight votes. 

Whereupon, Mr. José de la Luz Gallegos was declared duly 
elected Hngrossing Clerk. 

Mr. Pino nominated Mr. Patricio Baca as a candidate for 
the office of Enrolling Clerk. 

Mr. Sanchez of Taos nominated Mr. Lorenzo Martin for 
the same office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Baca received sixteen votes, and 
Mr. Martin received six votes. 

Whercupon, Mr. Patricio Baca was delared duly elected 
Enrolling Clerk. 

Mr. Garcia of oo nominated Mr. Manuel Gonzales 
as a candidate for the office of sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. Salazar nominated Mr. Pablo Madrid for the same 
office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Gonzales received sixteen votes, 
and Mr. Pablo Madrid received six votes. 

Whereupon, Mr. Manuel Gonzales was declared duly 
elected sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. Pino nominated Mr. Candelario Lovato as a candidate 
for the office of door-keeper. 

Mr. Salazar nominated Mr. Diego de Herrera for the same 
office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Lovato received sixteen votes, 
‘and Mr. Herrera received six votes. 

Whereupon, Mr. Lovato was declared duly elected door- 
keeper. l 
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Mr. Pino nominated Mr. Inocencio Martinez as a candidate 
for the office of Interpreter. : 
| ae Wheaton nominated Mr. Luis Leroux for the same 
office. a 

The roll being called, Mr. Inocencio Martinez received six- 
teen votes, and Mr. Luis Leroux six yotes. 

Whereupon, Mr. Inocencio Martinez was declared duly . 
elected Interpreter. | | 

On motion of Mr. Garcia of Socorro, Mr. Speaker tender- 
ed the thanks of the House to the Hon. Chief Justice for 
administering the oath to the members and officers of this 
body. 

On motion of Mr. Garcia of Socorro, a committee of three 
was appointed to examine the credentials of the members 
now present, which committee was composed of Messrs. Gar- 
cia of Socorro, Pino and Keithly ; when,

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 4, 1860. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment, and, there being 
a majority present, proceeded to business.

A resolution was received from the Council, informing this 
House that the Council had appointed a committee of three 
to join with a similar one from this House, to wait upon His 
Excellency and inform him that both Houses are organized, 
and ready to receive any message or communication he may 
be pleased to make. 

Mr. Salazar moved that the communication and resolution 
from the Council be received, and that a committee be ap- 
pointed to join that of the Council, to wait upon His Excel- 
lency the Governor, and inform him of the organization of 
the Assembly ; which motion was adopted. 

Whereupon, Mr. Speaker appointed Messrs. Garcia of So- 
corro, Wheaton, and Jaramillo, on said committee. 

Mr. Lovato offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 


“ Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of this House be requir- 
ed to inform the Legislative Council, His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, and the Secretary of the Territory, of the organization 
of this House, and also furnish them with a list of the off-

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 5, 1860. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment. | 

There being a majority present, the House proceeded to 
business. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Mr. Wheaton moved that the vote taken on the approval 
of the journal of yesterday be reconsidered, and the ayes and 
noes being called, it was decided in the negative. 

Those who voted in the affirmative were Messrs. Chavez, 
Mestas, Rael, Roival, Sanchez of Taos, Salazar, Trujillo, and 
Wheaton—8 votes. 

Those who voted in the negative were Messrs. Baca, Ga-

Which said resolution was read-the first, second and third 
time, and passed, and sent to the Legislative Council for its 
concurrence therein. \ 

Mr. Garcia of Socorro, then offered the following resolu- 
tion : 


« esolved, That the Chief Clerk of this House ie requir- 
ed to request the Hon. Secretary of the Territory to furnish 
each member of this House with one copy of the Revised 
Code, as also of all other laws of the Territory.” 


Which resolution was adopted. 

The committee appointed to examine the credentials of the 
members of this House, reported that they had examined 
the same and found them correct and in due legal form, and 
recommend the approval thereof; which report was adopted. _ 

The committee appointed to wait upon His Excellency the 
Governor and inform him that both Houses were organized 
and ready to receive any communication he might deem proper 
to make them, reported that they hac complied with the duty 
assigned them, and that His Excellency expressed himself 
eratified to know that the Assembly had organized, and that 
he would deliver his message on to-morrow, at 11 o’clock 
A. M., to the Assembly, in joint session ; which report was 
-adopted. 

Whereupon, on motion of Mr. Baca of Socorro, the House 
adjourned until to-morrow at 10 o’clock A. M.

MESSAGE.

Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


Custom as welľ as law has made it my duty to present to 
you annually a Message in person. To discharge this duty 
I appear before you to-day, and offer for your consideration 
afew of the most important subjects which require legisla- 
tion. Ina brief discourse such as I propose, it will be im- 
possible for me to discuss the great questions of public inter- 
est which may and should engage your attention; and I am 
certain that it is not necessary for me to attempt it. Seeing 
that you have come from all parts of the Territory and there- 
fore intimately acquainted with allits wants, I trust that you 
will supply any omissions on my part. It would be equally 
_ unnecessary to repeat what I have before said on the subject 
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of internal improvements, or that òf public schools. The 
development of the resources, physical and intellectual, of a 
country, is the first and most important duty of a statesman; 
and it is especially so in a country. like our own. We live in 
— à progressive age, and the more we procrastinate and delay 
the work of improvement, the greater and more humiliating 
will be the distance between us and other States and Territo- 
ries whose systems of internal improvements and public 
schools, under the fostering care of legislative protection, are 
constantly and rapidly advancing. However small and in- 
significant the beginning of a good work, yet the greatest and 
most profitable enterprises have resulted from the smallest 

beginnings. 

Near the close of the last session of the Legislature mar 
were several enactments presented for my sig nature which I 
could not approve, and which therefore failed to become 
laws. Among them was “An Act authorizing the Governor 
to appoint a Police for the City of Santa Fé.” If this had 
become a law, it would have caused an increased expendi- 
ture, which the county would have had to pay instead of the 
City of Santa Fé. In my last annual message I called the 
attention of the Legislature to the hypothecated funds of the 
County of Santa Fé, and of the default or inability of the 
county to pay its bonds; and had said act become a law, the 
county would have been still more embarrassed and less able 
to pay its debts. The immediate Representatives of the 
county therefore opposed the measure, as well as the county 
authorities; and, considering the subject solely one of local | 
interest, I was unwilling to force upon the County of Santa 
Fé, against the will of her Representatives, a burden she was 
unable to bear, and from which the other counties of the 
Territory were exempt. It affords me pleasure to state that 
subsequent experience has demonstrated that no urgent ne- 
cessity existed for any such police; and that the County of 
Santa Fé, by judicious management of its means, is being 
rapidly disembarrassed of its public debt. 

Another act of the Legislative Assembly which I could not 
approve was “An Act making the Law for the protection of 
Slave property in this Territor y applicable to Indians (male 
and female) acquired from the savage tribes.” ‘The act, ap- 
parently, is founded on the supposition, that the Indians ac- 
quired from the savage tribes were slaves; which is not the 
case; neither is it in the power of the Legislature to make 
them such. The Legislature can neither create nor abolish 
slavery ; it may only regulate it where it already exists, the 
same as any other species of property. If, then, any Indian. 
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were found in a state of slavery, under the laws of Mexico, 
at the cession of this Territory to the United States, then 
the law above referred to could be applied to such property. 
The normal or native condition of our Indian tribes is that 
of freedom, and by our laws they can not be made slaves 
either by conquest or purchase. We may hold them as cap- 
tives or peones, but not as slaves. When the Territory shall 
~ become a sovereign State, it may exercise a jurisdiction over 
` this subject which a Territorial Legislature- could not claim. 
” Another act, passed at the close of the session, which I 
could not approve, was “An Act repealing the mode of select- 
ing and paying Grand and Petit Jurors.” The law proposed 
to be repealed was enacted two years ago, and received my 
sanction ; and I was afterwards satisfactorily convinced that 
the law was a good one. Wherever the right of trial by 
jury exists, it is of the last importance to have a good ju- 
ry ; and it would be out of reason to oblige our fellow-citi- 
zens to submit to the vexation and expense to which jurors 
are subject, without some small recompense. I could not, 
therefore, sanction the repeal of the law. If I had done so, 
we would have presented the strange inconsistency of refus- 
- ing compensation to, jurors serving in the District Courts 
while paying those in the Courts of Probate; for the same 
Legislature passed “ An Act providing for the compensation 
of jurors in County Courts.” As it is now, the jurors of 
both courts are equally paid, and, in my opinion, very justly. 
I recommended that each county should pay its own jurors; 
but the Legislature was of differnt opinion, and I felt it my 
duty to acquiesce in their jungment—as I always do in sub- 
jects of minor importance. 

I have thus submitted to you my reasons for not having 
concurred with the last Legislature in some of its enact- 
ments, not because there was a law requiring it of me, but 
from a sincere desire to satisfy you that I have not done so 
without well-founded objections. 

I herewith submit the Report of the Treasurer of the Ter- 
ritory and that of the Auditor of Public Accounts. It ap- 
pears from these Reports that the total amount of warrants 
drawn on the Treasury during the last fiscal year ending 
November 15, 1860, was $7,683 ; while the total amount of 
cash received during the same period was $8,445; leaving 
an unexpended balance from receipts over expenditures, for 
the year, of $762. The public debt at the beginning of the 
year amounted to $4,438; deducting from this the unex- 
pended balance from receipts, #762, there still remains a 
balance of $3,678. According to said Reports, this is the 
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sum total of the public debt. But the Auditor states that 
some of the counties have not yet rendered complete returns; 
if they had done so, I should have had the satisfaction of 
announcing to the Legislature that.the Territory was entirely 
free from debt. ; 

Two years since, there was a law enacted for the revision 
of the laws of the Territory, and I was directed to appoint 
commissioners for that purpose; but as the cost for the same 
had to be paid out of the Legislative fund, and would have 
been very considerable if the work were executed as it 
should be, I deemed it best to inquire of the Comptroller 
General whether such expense would be authorized to be 
paid out of said fund. In a letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Comptroller replied that he would not author- 
ize such payment out of said fund without a resolution from 
Congress to that effect, which, he thought, could readily be 
obtained. on application to Congress. I submitted the sub- 
ject, with the correspondence relating thereto, to the consid- 
eration of the last Legislature. A prominent member of the 
Council addressed a letter to our Delegate in Congress re- 
questing him to procure the passage by that body of the re- 
quisite resolution ; but he has informed me that, for some 
catise, no answer has been received; neither do I find such a 
resolution among the subjects of legislation which (as stated 
in a recent discourse by him) have engaged the attention of 
the delegate during the last session of Congress. Profound- 
ly convinced of the great importance of the work in ques- 
tion, I again invite your carnest attention to the subject. 

The new Capitol and Penitentiary still remain exposed to 
the deteriorating influences of the climate, as well as from 
other causes. An appropriation of sixty thousand dollars 
was made at the last session of Congress to complete the new 
Capitol ; but the appropriation was hampered with so many 
conditions, that it is doubtful whether the Secretary of the 
Treasury will expend the money. He is prohibited from do- 
ing so, unless he is entirely satisfied that the edifice can be 
completed with that sum. He has therefore applied to me © 
for the most detailed information in order to be able to de- 
cide, but he has not yet made known to me his determina- 
tion. The Penitentiary, to all appearances, has been aban- 
doned, under the supposition that nothing had been done for 
its completion ; neither have we received any appropriation 
for the improvement of our roads. 

Our relations with the Indian tribes remain nearly the 
same as at the time of your last adjournment. There was 
then an incipient.war with the Navajoes, but it was suspended 
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until spring. At the opening of spring, the time fixed for 
the resumption of hostilities, the greater part of the troops 
were removed to another field of operations. Towards the 
end of summer, on the arrival of a large reinforcement from 
Yutah and other places, the military commandant of this 
Department was ordered by the Secretary of War to make a 
vigorous campaign against these audacious predatory hordes. 
This duty was assigned to Col. Canby, and was executed 
by him, as I am informed, with a vigor and success as hon- 
orable to himself as to the valiant troops under his com- 
mand. But the triumph was not achieved without sustain- 
ing a most lamentable loss and which will ever be deplored. 
In the crown of laurel which encircles the brow of Victory, 
we always see entwined the cypress branch. The valiant and 
lamented George McLane, distinguished as much by his 
bravery as by his manly virtues, fellin battle from a shot 
fired by an Indian brave, and thus yielded his life a sacrifice 
to his country. In his loss, the service will have to deplore 
one of its most heroic and gallant officers, and the people of 
this Territory that of a faithful friend, who was always fore- 
most in their defence, and ever ready to imperil his life when 
that of others was in danger. 


Sweetly the hero sleeps, who lays him down to rest, 
By all the good, and by his grateful country, blest. 


But the war, although progressing favorably, has not yet 
been terminated, and probably will not during the present 
winter. On account of its abandonment last spring, and the 
subsequent inactivity on the part of our troops, our auda- 
cious and savage foes were greatly emboldened. ‘They attri- 
buted the delay on our part to incapacity and fear, and thus 
became more audacious and destructive than ever, and the 
inhabitants have suffered greatly from their frequent and 
cruel depredations. These roving thieves have even dared 
to approach the walls of our largest towns, and have driven 
off the herds and flocks within sight of the inhabitants. If, 
during the delay and inactivity on the part of the military 
commandant, I had possessed the necessary power and means 
for organizing a sufficient force to chastise these savage de- 
predators, it would have been attempted at all hazards; and 
I would have confidently awaited the prompt action of Con- 
gress to reimburse the Territory for the expense thereby in- 
curred. But the Governor of this Territory has neither the 
power nor the means to organize and equip an army for such 
purpose; he has not a man nor a single dollar at his dispo- 
sal, nor is he invested with power to raise them. ‘The only 
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law concerning the employment of volunteers is that of 1855, 
which authorizes the Governor to call out volunteers fo assist 
in protecting the Territory, and to chastise the Indians, and 
which Governor Meriwether (who approved the law) said 
was only intended to authorize the Governor to call out the 
militia under a requisition from the military commandant. 
This is the only mode in which they can be called into the 
service of the United States ; and when thus called out, they 
are surely paid, and without delay. 

I have been ready at all times to muster voluntecrs under 
such a requisition. But to suppose that the Governor can, 
of himself, and under the laws of the Territory, muster the 
militia forces into the service of the United States, is a prop- 
osition too absurd for argument. He can call them into the 
service of the Territory; and if Congress deemed that such 
service was necessary and proper, it would not withhold just 
compensation ; or, if previously paid by the Territory, then 
Congress would make indemnity for the amount—perhaps 
much sooner than if application had been first made. Such 
was the course pursued towards the militia ordered out by 
Prov. Gov. Messervy. They were not called into the service 
of the United States, as has been erroneously said, nor paid 
as being in such service. They were called out to suppress 
an insurrection, or invasion, by the Indians, at a time when 
the military force of the Territory was comparatively small, 
and during the absence of the commandant, and when his 
opinion could not be had. Gov. Messervy stated that he 
could not have called out the militia, if the military com- 
mandant had been present and declined giving his assent. In 
my opinion, the call was both necessary and proper, and Gov. - 
Meriwether, in a letter to the Secretary of War recommend- 
ing indemnification, expressed the same opinion; and yet it 
was with great difficulty that the militia were induced to 
heed the call, and still more difficult to induce Congress to 
pay them. It was not until after five years of anxious 
doubts that Congress compensated their services, and not un- 
til the greatest part of the claims of those who had rendered 
service had passed into the hands of the few who reaped the 
profit of it. 

It was for these reasons that, when requested by a Con- 
vention held in this city to call out a regiment of mounted 
volunteers for the service of the United States, I refused, 
knowing that I was not empowered to do so. Neither did I 
believe it prudent to muster them into the service of the 
Territory ; for I did not believe that Congress would, under 
the circumstances, pay for their services. Large reinforce- 
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ments of troops had just arrived from Yutah and other 
points, and the military commandant had given public as- 
surance that they would be employed in defending the Ter- 
ritory and in chastising the Navajoes. He had forty compa- 
nies at his disposal—more than sufficient, in his opinion, for 
that purpose—and he could not therefore accept even four 
companies of mounted volunteers which were offered him. 
Although I did not believe that mounted troops were neces- 
sary at that time, yet, being desirous of making my action 
conform as much as possible to the expressed desires of those 
who had severely suffered from the merciless savages, I said 
to the Convention that if they still wished for a regiment of 
mounted volunteers, and were prepared to furnish the requi- 
site subsistence for the camp, and would run the risk of be- 
ing reimbursed by Congress, I would assume the respensibi- 
lity of organizing it under the laws of the Territory, in or- 
der to insure the campaign a more successful termination. 
This offer was rejected by the Convention, which preferred 
that thé regiment should be without legal organization or 
legal control. But even then it was my earnest wish that 
the expedition, if undertaken, should -be crowned with suc- 
cess, and agreed to furnish the requisite-arms; not that I 
believed in the necessity for the expedition, much less in its 
illegal character, but because I desired its success; and I did. 
not wish tò give any one occasion to say, if misfortune had 
resulted from the lack of any needful provision, (which, I 
fear, has happened,) that I was to blame, inasmuch as I had 
refused to furnish the expedition with the necessary arms 
and equipments. ` 

The. law which authorizes the Governor to call out the 
militia to repel invasions, even if he had the means to sup- 
port them when mustered into service, is perfectly useless as 
regards the pillaging incursions of the Navajo Indians. In 
most cases, before notice could reach the capital, these depre- 
dators would have escaped with the spoils to their lurking 
places in the mountains, where it would be hopeless to follow 
them. The Legislature has therefore enacted a law which 
aot only authorizes but requires the militia officers of each 
district to call on the militia to repel such invasions. Being 
near at hand, they can most always do this most effectually. 
The only assistance, then, which I could render the people 
in this emergency, was to organize and arm bodies of inde- 
pendent volunteers for the protection of their families and 
property against these desolating incursions; and I gratefully 
acknowledge that many of these volunteers, while employed 
in this service, have earned well-deserved praise. Not only 
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have they protected their own and their neighbors’ houses, 
but have made many gallant and successful forays into the 
enemy’s country, destroying the savage invaders and recov- 
ering stolen property. So many of these bodies have been 
organized and armed, that but few public arms remain for 
distribution. They are now where they ought to be, in the 
hands of the people. I would therefore recommend the ap- 
pointment of an Adjutant General for the Territory, with a 
suitable salary, whose duty it shall be to see that proper care 
be taken of the public arms, and the militia forces disciplined 
and drilled at least two days inthe year. This would great- 
ly improve the military spirit of the people, and would make 
them much more effective when called into active service. 

L have treated the subject -of our relations with the Indians 
~ at considerable length. From an anxious desire~to satisfy 
the Legislature, that, as your Governor, I have done all that 
the existing laws empower me to do, and all that lay in my 
power to do, unassisted as I was, and my endeavors frequent- 
ly opposed by the military commandant; who alone has been 
invested with power and supplied with means to give effec- 
tual protection to the Territory and to punish the tribes of 
savages. But should the Legislature be of the opinion that 
the Territory ought to assume the grave responsibility, it 
ought to authorize the Governor to call out volunteers for 
that end, and provide the means for equipping and sustain- 
ing them in the service. Doubtless this has not hitherto been 
done on account of the entire confidence reposed in the Fed- 
eral Government to give us that protection which it is bound 
to afford, and to give it, sends here, at immense cost, large 
and powerful forces. 

I have thus submitted to you, gentlemen, my fourth, and 
perhaps my last, Annual Message. Permit me, then, to say 
in conclusion, that, as your Gover nor, I have endeavored at 
all times to dischar ge my whole duty "to the Territor y, and, 
as far as in me lay, to do it without giving offence to anybo- 
dy. IfI have not done all that, in your opinion, I could and 
ought to have done, it is owing more to a want of ability 
than to a sincere desire to promote your well-being; and in 
retiring from this high station, I would desire (and this 
would not be an evil desire for the Territory) that my suc- 
cessor may resemble me in his desire to serve you—but with 
greater ability, that he may doit wiih greater effect. 


His Excellency the Governor, having finished his Message, 
retired. 
Mr. Cabeza de Baca then moved that the joint session rise, | 
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and that the Hon. Council retire to their chamber ; which 
motion was adopted. 

Whereupon, the Hon. Council retired. 

Mr. Lovato then offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted : 


“ Resolved, That this House, on some day to be designa- 
ted by the Chair for the purpose, resolve itself into Com- 
mittee of the Whole, for- the purpose of inquiring into and 
investigating the result of the campaign made against the 
Navajo tribe by the mounted volunteers, and what has been 
the conduct of its officers.” i 


Mx. Garcia. of Socorro then moved that the House do now 
adjourn until to-morrow, at 10 o’clock A. M. _ Agreed to.

from the *County of “Taos, have the honor to report to this 
House that they have had the subject under consideration, 
and from the testimony of Messrs. Santiago Valdez, Smith 
H. Simpson, and George H. Houck, it is clearly shown that 
seventy votes had been taken from Felix Borrego—fifty in 
the precinct in Fernandez de Taos, and twenty from the pre- 
cinct of the Rancho—and on examination of the returns in 
the Secretary’s office, which require no testimony, it may be 
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seen clearly that fraud has been committed by annulling in 
this mode, by the dash of a pen, the most sacred rights of 
the people. 

« Adding these seventy votes to the number now standing 
in favor of Mr. Felix Borrego, makes the number eight hun- 
dred and forty-two votes, whilst Mr. Sanchez, now in posses- 
sion of the seat, received only eight hundred and thirteen 
votes-—there remaining ewenty-nine: votes majority in favor 
of Mr. Borrego. 

“Tp view of this and to show to our authorities that they 
are only servants of the people and not their masters and 
lords, and do not possess the power to annul when they may 
not be pleased with the will of the people, who are the true 
sovereigns, and that any attempt against their power is the 
highest erime, and one that does not merit pardon: There- 
fore, your committee submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 


“ Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives of the 
Territory of New Mexico, That Mr. Felipe Sanchez has no 
right to the seat he now occupies in this House, as Represen- 
tative from the County of Taos. 

“ Be it further Resolved, That Mr. Felix Borrego has the 
right to his seat in this House, as Repr esentative from the 
County of Taos. 

“ (Signed) Maun Prso, Ch’n.” 


Mr. Trujillo, a member of said committee, made the fol- 
lowing report, as follows : 


s Mr. Speaker—The minority of the committee, to which 
was referred the subject of the contest of the seat of Mr. 
Sanchez by Mr. Borrego, beg leave to report, that they have 
had the same under consideration, and have made some pro- 
gress; but has not had sufficient time or opportunity to ex- 
amine the proof on the part of the contested party, and not 
even sufficient time to examine the subject thoroughly. 

“ Therefore, the minority of the committee is not pr epared 
to report on the merits of the case in ‘question; and as it is 
clear that the proofs on either side of the contending parties 
have to be brought from Taos, the said minority ask that the 
contest be referred again to the same committee, with in- 
structions to give to the contending parties until next Mon- 
day to present their proofs, and that that be the day designa- 
ted for the committee to take said subject under considera- 
tion.” 


Mr. Wheaton moved the majority report be laid on the 
table, which motion was rejected by a vote of sL5 to 8,

«I have just received.your communication of the Sth, in 
which you request me, by order of the House of Represen- 
tatives, to furnish you ‘a copy of all the correspondence 
‘which I have had with the various departments of the Fed- 
‘eral Government relative to Indian affairs in this Territory, 
‘during the last year.’ 

« In reply I have the honor to state, that I have held no cor- 
respondence with any department of the Federal Government 
relative to our Indian affairs, except so far as I have felt it 
my duty to report to the Secretary of State, and through

him to the President, the depredations and wrongs done to 
the property and persons of the citizens of the Territory by 
the Indians. The whole subject of our Indian affairs has 
been taken from the Governor, and transferred to other and 
abler hands. I suppose, therefore, the call was intended to 
be made upon the Superintendent of Indian Affairs, who has 
the whole management and control of our Indian relations 
in this Territory; and who has, without doubt, fully and 
truly represented them to the Indian Department at Wash- 
ington. In the recent reports made to Congress by the Sec- 
retary of War, and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
these depredations and wrongs are represented in very strong 
language, which shows that the Government at Washington 
has been fully and truly informed upon this subject; and 
this, I suppose, was the object. sought for by the resolution 
of the House of Representatives. 


“My official correspondence is conducted with the Secretary 
of State, to whom I have represented, from time to time, in 
as strong language as I could, not only the depredations and | 
wrongs done to the people of the Territory by the Indians, 
but also the want of sufficient protection afforded by the 
army during the last spring and summer. To repeat the 
language used by me on these occasions, would only be to 
repeat the language contained in my recent message to the 
Legislative Assembly.” 


Which was laid on the table one day under the rules. 

A report from His Excellency the Governor was then read, 
advising this House that he had received a report from the 
Judge of Probate of the County of Bernalillo relative to 
Indian depredations in that county, which he transmitted to 
this honorable House for their information and action 
thereon. 

Mr. Lovato then laid before this House a report from the 
Justice of the Peace of Galisteo, advising this body of the dep- 
redations committed by the Indians in the county of Santa 
Fé. 

On motion of Mr. Pino, the reports relative to Indian dep- 
redations were referred to the Committee on Indian Affairs. 

The Council concurred in the passage of the House Bill- 
a prohibiting Prisoners being taken from one County to 
another.” 

A Council Joint Resolution and Memorial, addressed to 
the President of the United States, recommending Mr. John 
Ward for the appointment of an Indian Agency, were 
then read the first and second time, the rules being sus- 
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pended for the purpose, and referred to a special committee 
composed of Messrs. Pino, Keithly, and Garcia of Socorro. 

A Council Preamble and Joint Resolutions were then read 
the first, second and third time, and passed, which tendered 
thanks to the brave and gallant Volunteer forces for the 
faithful discharge of their duties in the recent campaign 
against the Navajo tribe, and for the appointment of a Joint 
Committee to draw up a bill for the payment of said Volun- 
- teers during said campaign; and also approving and sustain- 
ing fully the action of the General Convention of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, held in the city of Santa Fé, on the 27th 
day of August, 1860. 

On motion of Mr. Pino, the Chief Clerk of this House was 
instructed to advise the Council that the proper committee 
of conference had been appointed. 

When, on motion of Mr. Borrego, the House then adjourn- 
ed until to-morrow at 10 o’clock A. M.

“The majority of the Committee appointed to enquire into 
the official conduct of the Hon. Wm. G. Blackwood, Judge 
of the Second Judicial District Court of the Territory of 
New Mexico, report that they have had the subject under 
their serious consideration ; and notwithstanding there is a 
law requiring the District Judges to hold special terms of 
their Courts in Criminal Causes, and for other purposes, the 
majority of the committee are.of the opinion, nevertheless, 
that the Hon. Wm. G. Blackburn is not at all culpable for 
not calling a special term of his court to try the criminals, 
Charles Heppel'and Reyes Sanchez.” 


The ayes and noes being called on the adoption of said 
mary report, it was decided in the negative by a vote of 
14 to. 9. 

Those who voted in the affirmative were Messrs. Chavez y 
Perea, Chavez of Bernalillo, Garcia of Socorro, Kavanaugh, 
Lovato, Mestas, Roival, Salazar, and Trujillo—9. 

Those who voted in the negative were Messrs. Baca, Bor-

So said majority report was s rejected. 

The minority of said committee then made the following 
report : 


“ The minority of the Committee to which was referred the 
investigation of the official conduct of Wm. G. Blackwood, 
Judge of the Second Judicial District Court of the Territory of 
New Mexico, respecting the charge of nullifying an Act of 
the General Assembly of this Territory, entitled ‘An Act re- 
quiring the Judges of the District Court to hold special terms 
of their courts in certain cases, and for other purposes,’ beg 
leave to report that they have diligently examined the offi- 
. cial acts of said Wm. G. Blackwood, in relation te the charge 
* of nullifying said act, approved January 381, 1860, (see Ses- 
tion Acts of 1859—60, page 62) and find that. said act makes 
full and ample provisions for giving effect to its requirements 
for the speedy trial of persons committed on the charge of 
murder. 


‘The act commands that ‘ whenever a murder shall be com- 
mitted in any county of this Territory, except during. the 
regular term of the District Court, and within twenty days 
before, and the party accused of having committed this of- 
ferice shall, on examination of the cause by the court, be 
committed to jail or held to bail to answer the charge of the 
offence, it shall be the duty of the court examining the 
cause, immediately after the examination to transmit the pa- 
pers and proceedings of the examination to the judge of the 
district in which the offence is to be tried; and if the judge- 
of the district shall not be present, then it becomes the duty 
of the judge examining the case to transmit the papers to 
the nearest District Court; and all witnesses in murder cases 
shall be recognized by the court examining the case, as now 
provided by law. And the same act further pr ovides that 
‘at any time when the judge of the district shall receive 
the record and proceedings that any murder has been com- 
mitted, he will order immediately thereafter the clerk of his 
court to issue venires for the panel of grand and petit ju- 
rors of the county in which the offence shall have been com- 
mitted, who shall have served at the last regular term of the 
district, returnable in at least ten days after the issuing 
thereof.” 

‘‘ Section 8 of the same act provides also, that ‘ whenever 
the District Judge shall receive the copy of the record and 
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proceedings of a murder that has been committed, it shall 
be his duty as soon as possible thereafter, not exceeding ten 
days after he shall have received the information, to order 
and direct that a court shall be called and HELD for the trial 
of said cause.’ 

“ Furthermore, it is provided in section 5 of the same act, 
that ‘if the regular Attorney General shall not be present 
at any special term of the court that shall be called under 
the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of the judge 
to appoint some attorney to prosecute at said special term ; 
and the person so appointed shall receive a certificate for his 
services for the sum of fifty dollars, which shall entitle the 
person thus appointed to a warrant upon the Territorial 
Treasury for said sum.’ 

“The law upon the subject is mandatory upon the judge to 
‘order and direct that a court shall be called and held’ 
within a specified time after he shall have received a copy of 
the ‘record and proceedings’ of the preliminary examina- 
tion of a murder that has been committed. 

“ The fact that the law approved January 31,1860, repeals 
section 13 of the Act of July 10, 1851, respecting courts and 
judicial powers, removes every doubt as to the intention of 
the Legislative Assembly to take away all discretionary pow- . 
ers from the District Judges respecting the holding of spe- 
cial terms of their courts for the trial of persons charged 
with murder. And that the Legislature is desirous of exe- 
cuting its laws, itis only necessary to refer to the act of the 
15th February, 1854, which. punishes an officer, convicted of 
an omission, with removal and disqualification of ever hold- 
ing or enjoying any office of honor, trust or profit under the 
laws of this Territory. 

“We further find, upon examination, that there are three 
several commitments for murder, bearing the official signa- 
- ture of William G. Blackwood, in the office of the Sheriff of 
Santa Fé County, directed to the Sheriff of Taos County, the 
first of which is dated September 10, 1860, and commands 
the Sheriff of Taos County to safely keep Charles Heppel, 
‘so that he have him before the District Court of the Second 
Judicial District in said Territory, to be held for the said 
County of Taos on the first Monday of April next ensuing.’ 
The second commits Reyes Sanchez to the prison of Taos 
County, and bears date December, 19,1860. The third is 
dated the 27th day of December, 1860, and commands the 
Sheriff of Taos County to convey the person of Reyes San- 
chez to the prison of the County of Santa Fé, ‘and there 
deliver him to the Sheriff of the said County of Santa Fé, 
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with directions to him, the said Sheriff of the County of 
Santa Fé, him, the said Reyes Sanchez, to safely keep so that 
he have him before our District Court for the County of Taos 
at its next ensuing term.’ — 

“ Tue first writ imprisons Reyes Sanchez in the jail of Taos 
County, on the 19th of December, and it is the presumption 
in law that he remained there until the issuing of the second 
writ, commanding the Sheriff of Taos County to convey him 
to the prison in Santa Fé. The fact that Reyes Sanchez was 
committed to the jail of Santa Fé County on the 21st of De- 
cember, as appears from the Register of Commitments kept 
by the Sheriff of the latter county, shows that the first writ 
was disregarded, and that the second was of no avail, for the 
reason that it commanded the Sheriff of Taos County to 
perform an impossibility. It is, therefore, a mystery how 
Reyes Ranchez legally came into the custody of the Sheriff of 
Santa Fé County on the 2ist of December. | 

“In both instances the preliminary examinations were held 
by Judge Blackwood in person, and consequently the copies 
of the record and proceedings necessary to authorize him to 
order and direct that a court shall be called and held for the 
trial of the offenders, were in his possession at the moment 
of closing the examinations which were respectively held and 
concluded September the 10th, and December the 19th, 1860. 
The act fixing the times. of holding the District Courts for 
the County of Taos, designates the first Mondays of April and 
September, which latter period, in the year 1860, was the 
third day of September; and the charge of murder was not 
preferred against Charles Heppel until the 10th day, which — 
was the second Monday, and was within the period contem- ` 
plated by law for the holding of the District Court in the 
County of Taos, ‘ providing the business was not sooner dis- - 
posed of? And itis presumed that the court had disposed 
of its business and adjourned for the term, for the reason that — 
the prisoner was not arraigned for trial in conformity with ` 
the provisions of the act approved January 31, 1860, which 
necessarily obliged Judge William G. Blackwood, under 
another provision of the same act, “to order and direct that 
a court shall be called and held for the trial of said cause.’ 

‘The examination and commitment of Reyes Sanchez, as 
appears by a copy of the proceedings of the preliminary ex- 
amination and first writ of commitment, now in the Sheriff’s. 
office of the County of Santa Fé, was on the 19th day of 
December, 1860. And the commitments specially direct that 
the prisoners Chas. Heppel and Reyes Sanchez shall be be- 
fore the. District Court of the County of Taos, at its ensuing 
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term, which will be held on the first Monday of April next,— 
thus showing premeditated intention, on the part of Judge 
Wm. G. Blackwood, of depriving the said prisoners of a 
right guaranteed to them, and defiantly setting at naught a 
mandatory law of the General Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico. 

“The minority beg leave to further report, that they 
are not aware of any provision of law which renders the Le- 
gislative power of New Mexico subordinate to that of any 
Judge of a District Court. __ 

« Heppel and Sanchez are still confined and denied an op- 
portunity of a hearing before an impartial jury, which a just 
and humane law of this Territory wisely guarantees to all 
persons imprisoned on the charge of murder. One of the 
prisoners has been illegally confined for nearly four months, 
‘and will have to remain in prison for three months longer ; 
and the other will have to remain until the same term of 
court, under the order of confinement, before justice can be 
vindicated. | ay 

‘‘The minority of your committee further. submit a copy 
of a letter, written the 2d of November, 1860, by Judge Wm. 
G. Blackwood, to the Attorney General Tompkins, relative 
to the matter above stated. 

“« The minority can not consider the majority report in 
any other light than as an attempt to evade the truth, and is | 
made with the intention of misleading the House in regard 
to the principal facts set forth in this report. 

“ In view of these facts and of their incontrovertible na- 
ture, the minority of your Committee respectfully submit 
this report and recommend its adoption.”

The Speaker then signed acts of the following titles, which 
originated in the Legislative Council, and had been passed 
by both Houses, to-wit:
